Plant the corn early im April, fa rows
about four fuet wide, more or less,
upon the fartility of theeoil, It Is to be plent-
ed in the drill precisely as colton, abeut ibres
eights of a bushel of the seed to the aare.

9d. The ylow aud hoe oreto be used as
ﬂ_mugb it wore cotton, thinuiug it out with &
broad hoe, snd wlen it is three or four inghes
higy thim it by laad, leaving only two or three
slalks logether ace.rding to the sirength of
your land, which should notbe very rich,
otherwise the straw will be too coarse.

Gd Abuut the first of August, when the
blossom sppears and the straw turns slightly
brewa, the sfatk must be bent or turned down
about six imches below the straw, which ean
readily be dooe without breaking it. It is
generally necessary to go through the field at
two or three different times; as it does not all
arrive al sufficient maturity to requre turning
down at once.

4th. In a few weeks from this time, tLe seed
will become hard and dry, when the cern
should be cut just at the poiat at which it was
bent: being carelul to do this before it has bo-
come affected wiih mildew. Theu spresd it
out in & cool airy place 1o dey, protected alike
from sun and moisture, The seeds way be
styipped off at any leisurc time; then the straw
if ready fer market. .

A specimen of the insirument for stripping
the seed may be seei at Messrs. Foster & Judd's
store, though iL may be consiructed in mauny
different furms,

The soil should Lo such ms would produce
good cotton, (not too puor) and, if properly
cuft.imed, from 200 10 800 Jbs. of straw may
be raised 5 the acre.

Many tons of this malcrial can be manufae
tured intg brooms Lere 'nnnua.lly. We hope
that every farmer who can procure the seed,
will, from year to year, devote several acres
te this grop, uotil it shall become one of the
slaple products of the District; by so doing
you will subserve the goneral iuterest of the
country, and confer & cpecial favor on many
young men, who, though destitute of sight, are
determined with their own bands, to earn their

In one wmall garden, not more than hulf an
acre in rize, there were pounted chie hundrod
and fifty one corpres, 1 doubt wheiher in auy
battle neld of modern timos the dead have ever
tain s0 thick and close. By universsl consen:
of those who have seen all the great battles ot
this war, nothing like it has ever been seen
before (It is snid thut dhe morning after
victery always breaks upon naked corpses. Lt
wus not 8o in this case, but the sole reason was
that 1hie pickets I both armies swept the slape
with their fire, and that every living thing which
showed upon it was the target for a Lundred
bullets. But three or four morniugs after the
baitle, it was seen that tho fative hand which
invariubly glides into the pocket of victory had
been busily at work, and naked corpses anu
others from which everything but their undey-
cluthing had been rifled were visivle 1o wbun
dznce.

Bo tremendons was the fire, chiefly emnna-
ting from Cobb's brigade, posted in the lune
8L the foot of Marye's Heighta, that even ohick
ens in the gardens ix front fell pieroed by it
It was remarked by a Confederate Geneinl in-
rimately acquainted with the Federal General
Suwmuver, who commanded “the Federal righi,
*was there ever another General but Sumner
who would Luve got his men into a place in
which not even chickens could live " But the
fire across the slope was fatsl not only to men
and chickens, but alsy Lo every other living
thing. Horses by dozens were strewn alung
thie billside; and oceasionally a dend cow or liog
lay olose to the sileut and oo often fearfully
tora sod watilated Luman bodies which every-
where met the view.
